"The life that amounts to 
anything has practised self-giv- 
ing." Rev. Arthur Greer of the 

Congregational-Christian church 
declared in a Remembrance 

address at Newmarket high 

school on Monday. 

.."Here in high school, if you 
would be among the 25 or 30 
percent who successfully com- 
plete their course, you must 
sacrifice," he said. "You arc 
called . upon to sacrifice the 
things you deeply enjoy. Then 
when success is really yours you 
may pick your enjoyments. 
Moreover, you will really enjoy 
them, for you will know the 
satisfaction of having achieved a 
goal. 

"The other day I read of the 
amazing success of Sonja Hcnie, 
but I noted that she started to 
sacrifice enjoyments, indul- 
gences arid time at the early age 
of six, and that even now she 
practises skating and skiing 
seven hours per day, and sleeps 
for ten hours each night. 

'Two years ago there stood 
the free and honored nation of 
France. Today she is a pitiable 
and abject vassal. Why? We 
are learning the truth. She had 
given herself up to enjoyment, 
to wine and corruption, and 
when the day of trial came upon 
her she was too weak to stand. | 
She had taken the pathway of | 
indulgence to obscurity. 

"England, our beloved mother- 
land, went far along the same 
route, and Canada did too. But 
thank God we were preserved 
from going as far as Prance! 
Now a colossal effort involving 
untold self-sacrifice is needed 
that we may garner strength, 
not only in a military sense, 
but also moral and spiritual. 

"We now have to atone for 
years of weakening indulgence. 
If we had sacrificed during 
those years, sacrificed some of 
our pleasures and carousings, 
success would be easier now. We 
shall simply do the next best 
thing, that is, prepare and con- j 
set-rate ourselves to make what-! 
ever sacrifices are necessary 
now that the crisis is upon us." 

Referring to the sacrifice of 
the men of the Great War com- 
tn e in o r a I e d by Remembrance 
Day. Mr. Greer said: "It is grand 
to sacrifice for one's own .suc- 
cess. It is supreme to sacrifice 
for others, as they did in Flan- 
ders, as many of their sons are 
doing today over Britain and 
Germany, and as God did a*. 
Calvary." 

Principal J. D. Hastedo pre- 
sided. Rev. J. A. Koffcnd read 
scripture and pronounced the 
benediction. Rev. Dr. A. K. 
Runnells offered prayer. 

Porta Kves read a poem, "Tri- 
bute." Robert Brooks read the 

While the school 
observed two minutes silence 
Murray Dixon placed a wreath 
at the memorial pillar in front of 
the school.

Producers Withdraw 

From National Dairy 

Council 

(From the Rural Co-operator) 

Prospects arc good for all 
dairy producers in Canada to 
get together and unite their 
members in ono national organ- 
ization for dairy farmers. For 
nearly a year now a move has 
been on its way to have the 
Canadian Dairy Farmers Feder- 
ation and the producer section 
of the National Dairy Council 
work together with the idea of 
eventually merging their forces. 

At a joint meeting of these 
organizations in Toronto on Oct. 
10, a resolution was passed sup- 
porting one autonomous pro- 
ducers' organization. U was 
made clear that this organization 
could then co-operate with dairy 
processors on matters of mutual 
concern. The meeting appointed 
a committee to draft a recom- 
mendation and a suggested con- 
stitution for the new body. This 
was done. 

The committee's recommenda- 
tion was presented to the annual 
meeting of the National Dairy 
Cotincil in Toronto on Oct. 27. 
Following a discussion of the 
report the producers voted to 
accept the committee's recom- 
mendation and by so doing auto- 
matically withdrew from the 
National Dairy Council. The 
proposal has not yet been pre- 
sented to a general meeting of 
the Canadian Dairy Farmers Fed- 
eration — the annual meeting of 
the latter association not beirg 
held until January. Since the 
purpose of forming the CDFF a; 
the beginning was to have u 
dairy producers* organization 

independent of other interests in 
the . industry, there is every 
possibility that the annual meet- 
ing of the Dairy Fanners Feder- 
ation will likewise accept the 
report and along with the other 
producers proceed on the oasis 
of the new set-up.

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With 100 additional rolls of 
snow fencing distributed between 
the six road divisions in Whit- 
church lownshipt Glerk John 
Crawford, at a general meeting 
of the council on Saturday, 
announced this would complete 
more than 100 miles »f" fencing 
to be put up this winter. 

Prior to the new consignment 
just purchased, the township 
held nearly 300 rolls, which, ail 
told, should do a big job this 
winter in keeping back t the 
otherwise costly snowbanks. This 
winter especially they will be 
hard, to dispose of, assuming 
that the winter of 1941-2 is as 

snowy as most of those that have 

gone before. 

The road foremen were called 
in at this .meeting so that the 
council could discuss with them 
how to apportion the fencing to 
the various beats. 

Eacn man expressed himself as 
satisfied when the distribut?on 
had been made as follows: Fore- 
man Joe Jones, 60 rolls. Foreman 
H. Dewsbury, 91 rolls, Foreman 
Sandy Davis, 56 rolls, Foreman 
Geo. Hunt, 61 rolls, foreman 
Les. Preston, 56 rolls. Foreman 
H. Pegg, 55 rolls. 

The snow problem came in 
for general discussion and plans 
for handling the plow or plows 
were discussed casually, but no 
action will be taken before the 
next meeting, when costs on 
engaging an additional outside 
plow, and the cost of a heavier 
plow for truck use will be sub- 
mitted. Reeve Earl Toole ex- 
pressed the hope that all infor- 
mation would be available short- 
ly so that a definite line of 
action may be decided on. 

Pressing for more fence on the 
south townline, Heeve Toole told 
Mr. Leary that if Markham 
township, which will have charge 



of the road in 1942, is willing to 
buy additional fencing, Whit- 
church would pay their half. 
Deputy-Reeve Geo. 1-eary was 
authorized to communicate with

Isn't that 

the way many of us express 

ourselves when we visit the old 

homestead or the place we have 

previously known. I n d e e d, 

change is a word that might 

well be written over every town 

and village in our fair dominion. 

Not "what hath God wrought," 

but time and the war worketh 

changes. New factories have 

sprung up where such were 

never allowed before.

tern. It is suggested that we 
have a regional trustee board of 
five instead of three trustees for 
each little school.

It's a 
mighty change. Who dare oppose 
it? "Here today and gone to- 
morrow," is spoken of us, since 
we are creatures of change, and 
of ONE only is it said, "He is the 
same yesterday, today and for-

Tells Colorful History 
Of County Segimenl 

In an Interesting nddrc&s before 
the members of St. Albrm's Mason- 
ic lodKC Toronto, Lieut. Col. John 
Hyde Bcnticii, V.D., O.C. of the 
Queen's York Hungers, revealed 
tiomc interesting facts concerning 
the comity roKUncnt. 

After telling of the organization 
of the rcKltnuut In the then colony 
of Ni:w Hampshire by Colonel 
Uobert Kegel's, and their subse- 
quent cognomen of "Hog era' 

KnogOrs," he told how they partici- 
pated in the capture of Loulsbourg 
and Quebec. 

"During the American revolution- 
ary war the Hangers fimghl against 

their fellow Americans on the side 
of England,'* lie «ild. "They were 

the only regiment v-'hich did not 
surrender their colors to the rebels," 
said Col. Bennett. "Sir Guy 
Cnrlcton, on officer <»f the Hungers, 
brought the colors to Upper Cami- 
lla with him when he came In l'fiu. 
Carlcton, after careful study, 
selected Toronto, then known as 
York, as the capital of Upper 
Canada and we have his original 
sketch of Fort York in the regi- 
mental museum of the regiment at 
the new Fort York armories. CoK 
R. B. Bobbins of Toronto many 
years later managed to purchase 
the regimental colors and presented 
them to the Toronto public library. 
Today they hang in the reference 
library on College St. Historically, 
Carlton's sketch, I presume, is the 
more valuable, but to us the colors 
are valuable. We would be pre- 
pared to exchange the sketch for 
the colors." 

Me traced the history of the 
regiment, recalling how the Queen's 
Hangers were disbanded and then 
organized under Col. Peter Jarvis 
to fight at Montgomery's tavern. 

"Following this the officers and 
many of the men scattered through- 
out York county formed local 
companies in the various centres," 
Col. Bennett said. "Ftott them, 
still maintaining the word Rangers, 
were formed the York Hangers in 
1S66. later named the 12th York 
Rangers. After the last war a 
first and second battalion of the 
York Hangers were formed and 
from the latter came the re- 
organization of the Queen's 
Rangers. In 1937 the two units 
were amalgamated into the Queen's 
York Rangers, 1st American regi- 
ment. 

"Wc arc the County of York's 
own. regiment and we arc justly 
proud of that fact. Wc have 
already contributed over 80 officers 
and 750 men for duty overseas. 
Whatever our role may be wc are 
prepared to do our part. Our story 
Is a story that can be told of most 
of tiie units in Canada, though 
perhaps not with such a continu- 
ity of service io the crown. 
Individuals count for naught, it is 
the regiment that matters."

In the year past the Canadian 
Life Insurance Officers' Associa- 
tion has continued its institu- 
tional advertising campaign, and 
The Era was one of those news- 
papers selected to carry tin.- 
scries of impressive advertise- 
ments.
